Naked airport protester 
shocks crowd with rant

A PROTESTER was arrested at Luton 
Airport on suspicion of outraging public 
decency after stripping naked and deliver¬ 
ing a six minute rant. 

The unnamed man, believed to be Eastern 
European, stunned passengers by pouring 
milk over his head and launching into his 
tirade at the check-in desk area early on 
Wednesday morning. 

He urinated on the floor before pacing in a 
circle while apprehensive security staff tried 
to approach him. 

Hundreds of onlookers, including 
children, watched in bemusement as he 
bellowed about an unknown company and 
complained about how it had mistreated 
him. 

The incident was filmed and uploaded to 
YouTube and by Friday it had received more 


than 3,500 views. In the video the man could 
be seen shouting: “They use people for 
money. I was working for this company, they 
use people for money 

“They want to kill my son and my wife and 
my daughter. 

“They called me yesterday into the office 
and asked 'do you love your mother? Do you 
love your father? Do you love your daughter? 
Do you love your son? If you love them do 
what I tell you. 

“They know I am here. We are slaves, we are 
slaves . . .They will kill you. They told me to 
come here... Give me TV give me camera. 

“We work as slaves from Poland, Italy, 
India. Get the police, give me security, the 
Queen, the Queen of this country Where is 
she? Where is she? 

“She doesn’t exist. My son is rotting now or 
he is dead.” 

An airport spokeswoman said: “It is a 
public area, anyone can wander in. What 
can we do? 

“We can’t stop people coming in the front 


door, it is a public space. People are checked 
when they go airside.” 

“Ten million people pass through Luton 
Airport, you are bound to get one or two 
with some issues.” 

After being arrested the man was handed 
over to mental health services without 
charge. 

If, after an assessment, the mental health 
team decides he does not need their help, 
police will be able to interview him before 
charging him or releasing him on bail. 

A spokesman for SEPT, the mental health 
trust, said: “If a member of the public 
experiences a mental health crisis, they are 
usually admitted to a Mental Health 
Assessment Unit where they spend up to 72 
hours with dedicated nurses, doctors, social 
workers and a benefit advisor, who 
thoroughly assess their mental, physical and 
social needs. 

“Following this assessment they are then 
referred to the most appropriate service for 
their individual need.”

Performance concerns see health trusts monitored monthly 


NHS primary care trusts have been put on a 
monthly monitoring basis after a ‘significant drop’ 
in performance at Luton & Dunstable Hospital. 

A ‘cluster’ of trusts which include NHS Luton and 
NHS Bedfordshire will report to the region’s health 
authority after areas of ‘concern’ were raised 
including mixed sex accommodation, cancer waits, 
long waits for treatment, and A&E at the L&D. 

Cluster chief executive Angela McNab said in her 
report at the NHS Luton board meeting in 
September: ‘I am sorry to report that at our recent 
strategic health authority performance review we 
identified a significant drop in performance at the 
L&D. As a result of this, the authority has placed 
the cluster onto monthly performance monitoring. 

‘We are working intensively with the L&D and are 
expecting to see progress which enables us to 
move back to acceptable performance within 
three months and which we hope will enable us to 
be back to monthly reporting by the end of the 
calendar year.” 

In a statement NHS East of England, the region’s 
health authority, said:‘The cluster performance 
was reviewed at their quarter one meeting in 
September and due to some concerns about 
performance in some areas at the L&D it was 
agreed that going forward they would meet with 
us monthly until performance in these areas 
improved. There is nothing particularly unique 
about the decision to monitor their performance 
on a monthly basis.’ 

The L&D concerns highlighted are: 

■ Mixed Sex Accommodation - the Government 
has pledged to eliminate mixed sex 
accommodation. This is discussed routinely with 
clusters if any breaches are reported. 



■ Cancer waits - providers have to deliver 
services to minimum operating standards. This is 
monitored by the health authority which seeks 
assurance that any services that do not meet 
these over a quarter have plans in place to 
recover performance. 

■ A&E performance - continues to be monitored 
against a maximum four hour waiting time and 
again the authority will focus on commissioned 
services that fall below this standard over a 
quarter. 

In a statement on its performance, the L&D said: 
‘For cancer waits, we have made a significant 
improvement in our performance and have 
achieved 84.7 per cent against the national target 
of 85 per cent for the last quarter. 

‘Regarding single sex accommodation, actions 


have already been taken to meet guidelines on 
single-sex accommodation with some further 
actions being taken over the coming months to 
achieve full compliance - this includes investment 
in building works on a number of wards. 

‘We have seen a significant reduction in the 
number of breaches of single-sex compliance 
over the last quarter. 

‘As far as waiting time for elective [planned] 
surgery is concerned, the hospital has continued 
to achieve all of the national targets for waiting 
times for elective surgery. 

‘However, the volume of emergency admissions 
to the hospital in recent months has caused 
difficulties in dealing with all our patients in a 
timely manner. 

‘We have put in place a number of actions to 
deal with this including a new operating theatre 
which will become fully operational tomorrow 
and will make a significant improvement to the 
patient experience. 

‘Last year we carried out 21,000 surgical 
operations comprising 17,000 elective [ie requiring 
and appointment] and 4,000 non-elective 
[emergency] surgical operations. 

‘For A&E performance, we have recently 
invested £3 million to reconfigure our Emergency 
Department to ensure that we can see, assess, 
treat and discharge/admit patients in a timely way. 

‘We have also invested in additional consultants 
[six posts now compared with two in the year 
2000] who are on the front line to provide 
specialist care for the 60,000 patients that come 
to our A&E every year. 

‘We have achieved the national waiting time 
target for the year to date.’ 


Multi-million pay-out for 
baby ‘starved of oxygen’

A SEVEN-year-old boy left with 
devastating brain injuries due to 
hospital mismanagement of his 
birth is to be paid a multi-million 
pound compensation settlement 
by the NHS. 

Ciaran James Dill, of Alder 
Crescent, Luton, needs round-the- 
clock care after he suffered perma¬ 
nent brain damage during delays 
in his birth at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital in 2004. 

A High Court Judge on Thursday 
approved a huge compensation 


payout from the NHS Trust which 
runs the hospital, compromising a 
£2.1 million lump sum and annual 
six-figure payments to cover the 
costs of the care he will need for 
the rest of his life. 

David Westcott QC, for Ciaran, 
told the court insufficient atten¬ 
tion was paid to a heart monitor 
during the labour of Ciaran’s moth¬ 
er, Jennifer Dill, in July 2004. 

He said the negligence meant 
Ciaran’s birth was delayed by near¬ 
ly an hour, during which he was 
starved of oxygen. 

The resulting brain damage 
means Ciaran is now unable to 


walk or talk, and will require 24- 
hour care from his parents and car¬ 
ers for as long as he lives. The L&D 
admitted liability for his injuries, 
and has now agreed to pay the 
multi-million settlement to pay for 
Ciaran’s future care and support. 

Neil Block QC, for the Trust, told 
the court: “I would like to apologise 
to Ciaran, and in particular his 
mother and father. 

“A mistake was made. We under¬ 
stand that the money will never 
replace what he has lost, but we 
hope that one huge worry will have 
been lifted from his parents’ shoul¬ 
ders. 


“The parents have fully commit¬ 
ted themselves to Ciaran’s care. We 
would not want this occasion to 
pass without an indication of how 
much we admire them for that.” 

Approving the settlement, Mr 
Justice Eady, sitting at London’s 
Royal Courts of Justice, also paid 
tribute to Ciaran’s parents, and 
said he hoped the money would 
give them peace of mind. 

An L&D spokesman said: “We are 
pleased that the agreed damages 
award has been approved by the 
court. We wish to express once 
again our sincere apologies to 
Ciaran’s family.”

Cops with convictions 
are upholding the law

FOUR police officers who have convic¬ 
tions for various offences are currently 
serving with Bedfordshire Police. 

The force employees have records for 
assault and property damage, criminal 
damage, harassment and common 
assault. 

Figures released under the Freedom of 
Information Act reveal that two of the 
convictions occurred before the officers 
joined the force. 

Since 2008, two Bedfordshire Police 
staff have either resigned or been 
dismissed following a criminal convic¬ 
tion. Their offences were for driving with 
excess alcohol and assault. 

In 2008 Luton on Sunday reported that 
the force’s health and safety officer 
Belinda Nelson, based at Luton Police 
Station, was sacked after admitting 
driving while nearly three times over the 
limit. 

Nelson, who was 46 at the time, was 
banned from driving for 28 months and 
fined £350 by magistrates after pleading 
guilty to drink driving. 



She was kept on restricted duties while 
the force conducted an investigation into 
her conduct and subsequently dismissed 
her at a disciplinary hearing. 

Earlier that year LoS reported that 
PCSO Ashley Balkham had kept his 
£21,000-a-year job despite having admit¬ 
ted assaulting a man while on duty in 
Luton town centre. 

Following a disciplinary hearing, 
Balkham was given a final written warn¬ 
ing and returned to full PCSO duties. He 


is no longer with the force. A Beds Police 
spokeswoman said: “When recruiting 
officers we follow national guidance and 
all officers and staff are subjected to in- 
depth vetting procedures. 

“In line with national policy all candi¬ 
dates are required to disclose any previ¬ 
ous convictions or cautions they may 
have received. 

“Each candidate’s application is then 
assessed individually taking into consid¬ 
eration the gravity of the disclosed 
offence, the time lapsed and the individ¬ 
ual’s age at the time of the offence. 

“The decision as to whether the candi¬ 
date can then join the force is based on 
this process. 

“If an officer is convicted of a criminal 
offence while employed by Bedfordshire 
Police they become the subject of a gross 
misconduct hearing which is presided 
over by a member of the force’s senior 
command, another senior officer and an 
independent Home Office-approved 
representative. 

“This board will decide each case on 
the evidence presented and can result in 
the officer being dismissed.” 


May rapped for airport checks 


It’s unlucky for some as L&D 
is 13 th on ‘rude’ hospital list 


A HOSPITAL has been rank¬ 
ed as one of the ‘rudest’ in 
the country, according to 
new figures. 

Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital had 124 complaints 
made about it in 2010, put¬ 
ting it 13th out of 591 in 
England. 

The figures, released 
through a Freedom of 
Information Act request, 
detail each of the country’s 
hospital figures and show 
Leicester Royal Infirmary as 
the worst with 275 
complaints. 

The L&D said in that year it 
treated 70,000 inpatients, 
300,000 outpatients, 65,000 
people in A&E and delivered 
more than 5,300 babies. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Although the proportion of 
people expressing dissatis¬ 
faction is a tiny fraction of 
the L&D’s total number of 
patients, the Trust does not 


condone staff being rude to 
patients and is dismayed to 
hear of any such instances. 

“Any individual complaints 
are thoroughly investigated. 
The hospital encourages 
patients to raise concerns 
and advises them about how 
to make complaints. 

“In fact last year the hospi¬ 
tal recorded more than 
4,000 compliments from 
grateful patients and rela¬ 
tives thanking our staff for 
their kindness, care and 
skill.” 

The spokeswoman added 
that the hospital ‘would not 
comment publicly on the 
detail of any one individual’s 
complaint or circum¬ 
stances.’ 

In the past year the hospi¬ 
tal launched an initiative for 
staff called ‘Patients 1st’ to 
focus on giving patients the 
best care - including 
attitude and courtesy. 


THE Home Secretary has 
come under fire for imple¬ 
menting a scheme at Luton 
Airport which means people 
are not having their passports 
checked. 

Theresa May approved a 
change in border rules allow¬ 
ing the UK Border Agency 
(UKBA) to ‘speed up’ passen¬ 
gers through border control 
by conducting ‘pre-checks’ on 
certain flight routes. 

The airport, along with 
Gatwick, Birmingham and 
Leeds/Bradford airports, has 
been using the system for 
about a year. 

Mrs May this week faced 
calls for her resignation over 
separate relaxations in 
passport controls over the 
summer. 

She has accused Brodie 
Clark (pictured), a former 
senior UKBA official and who 
lives in Bedfordshire, of defy¬ 
ing her orders to relax checks 
on non-European passports. 

Mr Clark quit this week and 
accused Mrs May of mislead¬ 



ing the public about his 
actions. 

He will give evidence to MPs 
next week.

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Fears raised over 
day centre plans

MORE than 150 elderly and vul¬ 
nerable people could be affected 
by plans to relocate day centres. 

Luton Borough Council is look¬ 
ing to move three sheltered 
accommodation schemes to 
other buildings to save almost 
£500,000. 

At tomorrow’s executive meet¬ 
ing, councillors will decide 
whether Stopsley Day Centre, in 
Hitchin Road, should be integrat¬ 
ed into the sheltered housing unit 
at Colwell Court, in Colwell Rise, 
Milan Day Centre, in Solway Road 
North, should relocate to Dallow 
Learning and Community Centre, 
and the ‘SKY’ support service at 
the Milan Day Centre should 
move to other day care facilities. 

It is also proposed that St 
Monica’s Day Care Centre, in St 
Ives Close, will be turned into a 
specialist dementia day care unit. 

These changes will potentially 
affect 154 people, both residents 
of Colwell Court and centre users, 
as well as 42 members of staff. It 
will also get rid of eight full-time 
posts, of which seven are vacant. 

A resident of Colwell Court, who 
we agreed not to name, said: “If 
they are transferred here they are 


going to build an extension to the 
conservatory which I don’t think 
is satisfactory for the people who 
will be using it. In the summer it 
will be too hot, in the winter it will 
be too cold. 

“The council is planning to 
build an extra six car parking 
spaces, but we don’t know how 
that will affect the spaces we have 
already and whether it will 
impose on our disabled access.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
are looking to modernise day care 
in Luton by offering older people 


and adults with other care needs 
more personal choice and activi¬ 
ties, so they can live happy and 
independent lives for longer. 

“We are proposing to relocate 
the older persons’ day care serv¬ 
ice from Stopsley Day Centre to 
the sheltered housing unit at 
Colwell Court and restructure the 
staffing arrangements within the 
council’s day care service to suit 
these proposed new arrange¬ 
ments which will provide greater 
opportunities for social inclu¬ 
sion.” 


Frozen food proposal aims to cut meal costs 


HUNDREDS of day centre users 
could be fed ‘regenerated 
frozen meals’ as the council 
tries to save £70,000. 

At the moment, chefs at the 
various centres cook fresh 
meals each day and Luton 
Borough Council says are 
‘typically of a high quality and 
meet ethnic and cultural 
dietary requirements’. 

But the council wants to 
provide them with the pre¬ 
cooked frozen food, which is 
currently given to Meals on 
Wheels customers. 

The proposal will mean 19 


people could lose their jobs, of 
which the majority are cooks as 
kitchen assistants and 
domestics will be required to 
plate up and serve meals. There 
are 340 people who use the 
services. 

In September, 25 council staff, 
of whom 21 were councillors, 
went to a tasting session of the 
Apetito meals. 

Fourteen of those tasters said 
they would be ‘very happy’ to 
have the meal as their main 
meal. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The proposal is to provide 


high quality meals that offer 
much more choice and variety 
with menus that cater for all 
tastes and ethnicities, while 
doing so in a more efficient 
manner than the current set¬ 
up. 

“The idea is to bring meals for 
day centre users in line with 
customers who are in their 
homes who have been enjoying 
pre-cooked meals for a number 
of years through our successful 
meals on wheels service. 

“The consultation will involve 
tasting sessions for customers, 
their families and staff.”

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No charges brought 
in parish ‘fraud’ probe

A VILLAGER claims a fraudster 
elicited sensitive information from 
him by masquerading as a parish 
councillor via email - but police 
investigations have drawn a blank. 

Patrick Smith, of Hyde Road, 
Caddington, says he was ‘conned’ 
into sending a secret document by 
an unknown person who allegedly 
passed themselves off as Doreen 
Thakoordin, who at the time was a 
member of Caddington Parish 
Council. Having subsequently 
made verbal contact with Mrs 
Thakoordin, who ‘knew nothing 
about’ receiving any emails from 
him, Mr Smith, 67, came to the con¬ 
clusion the contact who had asked 
for the information from him was in 
fact not who they said they were. 

Two weeks later, Mr Smith 
received a letter from the lawyer of 
Cllr Richard Stay, who represents 
Caddington on Central 
Bedfordshire Council, regarding the 
contents of the document which 
Cllr Stay said were ‘defamatory’ of 
him. Cllr Stay told Luton on Sunday 
he was sent the information ‘by a 
third party’ but would not elaborate 
on whether or not he knew the iden¬ 
tity of this ‘third party’. 

As part of their investigation into 
‘alleged computer offences’, police 
wrote to Cllr Stay asking how he had 


come by the information and con¬ 
cluded there was ‘no evidence to 
support a criminal charge’. 

The situation has left Mr Smith 
and Mrs Thakoordin, of Manor 
Road, claiming they feel they are 
‘victims’ of a blagger. Blagging is an 
illegal practice of obtaining confi¬ 
dential information by imperson¬ 
ation or other deception in which 
journalists from the now defunct 
News of the World are alleged to 
have engaged. 

Mr Smith said: “I feel the police 
have not addressed the issues. If 
they’re not prepared to find the 
identity of the perpetrator, then that 
person is still out there to do their 
dirty deeds. It’s sensitive material.” 

Mrs Thakoordin, 66, said: “I am 
very angry and mortified that some¬ 
one could do this. Whoever it is 
could be using my name to send all 
sorts of rubbish. I’m preparing a 
complaint to the Central 
Bedfordshire Council Standards 
Board.” 


In a statement, Bedfordshire 
Police said: ‘We have completed a 
full investigation into the allegations 
made by Mr Smith about the com¬ 
puter offences and found no evi¬ 
dence to support a criminal charge. 

‘If Mr Smith has more evidence to 
support a further investigation into 
the alleged computer offences, we 
would advise him to contact us 
directly and we will endeavour to 
assist him further.’ 

Cllr Stay who did respond to the 
police letter, said: “I do not know 
who or how the information was 
obtained from either Mr Smith or 
others. It was sent to me by a third 
party, which prompted my lawyer’s 
letter to Mr Smith. In respect of the 
source of the document or the alle¬ 
gations regarding the email trail, I 
have no information which would 
assist you.” 

In 2009, Mr Smith and his wife 
Christine were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of the harassment of Cllr Stay 
but were never charged.

High-flying airport 
keeps taxes down

LUTON Airport is crucial in keep¬ 
ing council tax in the town the 
lowest in Bedfordshire, it was 
revealed this week. 

Cllr Robin Harris, chairman of 
London Luton Airport Ltd (LLAL) 
which is owned by Luton Borough 
Council, said the airport generat¬ 
ed millions of pounds a year 
which is vital to the running of the 
town. 

Last year the total concession fee 
paid to LLAL from March 2010 to 
March 2011 was £22.2m. 

According to the latest figures, 

Luton’s average Band D council tax 
requirement for 2011/2012, which 
includes fire and police authority 
precepts, is £1,371.10. 

In the Bedford Borough area, the 
equivalent figure is £1,555.92, 
while it is £1,535.54 for a house¬ 



hold in the north Central 
Bedfordshire Council area and 
£1,571.36 in the south. 

Labour Cllr Harris (above right) 
said: “The airport is a big contribu¬ 
tor towards keeping council tax 
low, but also helps to improve 
services for people. 

“It is also helping us to build the 
Aquatics Centre. It is a major con¬ 
tributor towards our capital pro¬ 
gramme and the money is able to 


assist charities and make provision 
for front-line services. 

“It has been the case for decades, 
and I’d hope the people of Luton 
understand what an asset it is to 
them. The airport is something I 
think the vast majority of people 
know about and understand and 
appreciate it. 

“But it also helps with the whole 
area around Luton, not just Luton 
itself.”

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Huge expense of pensions 

SIR - Last week’s article on the local 
government pension schemes and 
the spat between Cllrs Simmons and 
Franks centred on controversial pro¬ 
posals to increase employees’ contri¬ 
butions. 

But I wonder if people realise how 
much councils up and down the 
country pay in, as the employer? 

Last December I was astonished to 
read in the national press 
Communities Secretary Eric Pickles’ 
assertion that ‘Town Hall pensions are 
now costing over £300 a year to every 
household paying council tax... the 
equivalent to a quarter of everyone’s 
local tax bill going to local govern¬ 
ment pension costs.’ 

Now, I’ve no idea how many house¬ 
holds Luton has, so cannot comment 
on the £300 figure, but I do believe 
that here the ‘equivalent’ referred to is 
slightly more than one quarter. How 
so? 

The 2010/11 Luton Borough Council 
published accounts show council tax 
revenue at around £60 million (at just 
11 per cent of total revenue, a far 
smaller percentage than many realise, 
I suspect), while contributions to the 
pension schemes totalled £17 million 

- that makes it about 28 per cent. 

It gets worse. Luton’s share of the 

deficit is £180.4 million. The pub¬ 
lished accounts explain clearly ‘this 
means that the estimated cost of pro¬ 
viding the pension benefits earned to 
date by both past and present 
employees is £180.4 million more 
than the value of the Fund’s assets’ - 
that’s a lot of dosh to be found. 

Interesting, isn’t it? I shall be 
intrigued to learn from all three local 
political leaders what tricks they have 
up their sleeve to solve this one.

Keep mobility payments 

SIR -1 was recently asked by charities 
Leonard Cheshire Disability and 
Mencap to chair the Low Review, an 
independent review into how the per¬ 
sonal mobility needs of disabled peo¬ 
ple living in state-funded residential 
care are met. 

Now that the Low Review has pub¬ 
lished its findings, I would like to urge 
the Government to make sure that it 
protects mobility payments for dis¬ 
abled people and makes the relevant 
amendments to the Welfare Reform 
Bill. It is clear from the 800 submis¬ 
sions made to the review that if 
mobility payments were to be 
removed from disabled people living 
in residential care, this would lead to 
a significant loss of independence. 

Furthermore, despite earlier sugges¬ 
tions by the Government that there 
might be an overlap in funding, the 
review’s findings show that there is no 
evidence to suggest that vital mobility 
payments are duplicating local 
authorities’ funding of disabled 
people’s social care needs. 

Everyone has mobility needs, but 
many disabled people face additional 
costs or require support in meeting 
these needs. 

It is mobility that enables people to 
participate in their community, gain 
an education, and maintain a family 
life or work. In order to enable dis¬ 
abled people living in residential care 
to retain choice and control over their 
lives, it is vital that mobility payments 
remain.

Slaughterhouse shambles 

SIR - The case of slaughterman fohn 
McFarlane has once again hit the 
headlines. 

In 2009, he used a captive bolt gun 
from the deer abattoir where he 
worked to kill a woman in front of her 
daughters. This is a horrific murder 
and begs many questions: How was 
this man able to become a slaughter¬ 
man? Who licensed him? And why 
was he allowed to take a captive bolt 
gun away with him? 

The link between cruelty to animals 
and violence to people has been made 
by many psychologists and criminal 
behaviourists, and yet when Animal 
Aid asked Defra how many people 
with unspent violent convictions work 
in British slaughterhouses, it could 
not answer as the Agency that licenses 
slaughterers does not even ask this. 

It does ask whether prospective 
slaughterers have convictions for ani¬ 
mal cruelty but since it does no 
Criminal Records Bureau checks, it 
has no way of knowing whether the 
applicant is telling the truth.

A SIXTY-NINE-YEAR-OLD 
benefits fraudster stole more 
than £13,000 while having 
more than £20k stashed 
away in a secret bank 
account. 

John Garvey, of Reginald 
Street, Luton, misled Luton 
Borough Council when filling 
in three separate housing and 
council tax benefits applica¬ 
tion forms by not mentioning 
anything about his savings. 

Following an investigation 
by the council’s Audit and 
Investigations Team, Garvey 
was found to have fraudulent¬ 
ly obtained benefit payments 
totalling £13,739. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court 
he pleaded guilty to three 
counts of giving false and 
misleading documents to the 
authority to obtain housing 
and council tax benefits. 

Garvey received a 12 month 
Community Order with a 16 
week curfew from 9pm until 
7am. He was also ordered to 
pay £220 towards the council’s 
costs. The money has been 
repaid in full to the authority. 

In a separate case, Akbal 


Bhatti, 73, admitted to steal¬ 
ing £4,740 from taxpayers by 
claiming council tax benefits. 

He failed to tell the authority 
he had savings in several bank 
accounts which at one point 
totalled £51,000. 

Following a council investi¬ 
gation, Bhatti, of 
Stockingstone Road, fully 
repaid the money. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court, 
Bhatti pleaded guilty to two 
charges of dishonestly provid¬ 
ing false and misleading 
information to Luton 
Borough Council to obtain 
council tax benefit. 

He received a 12 month 
Community Order with a 12 
week curfew from 7pm until 
7am and was ordered to pay 
£220 towards the council’s 
costs.

A LANDMARK ruling in the 
courts has said the 
Catholic Church is 
responsible for priests charged 
with child abuse. 

This could have major impli¬ 
cations for those who claimed 
they were abused while at St 
Francis Boys’ Home, in 
Shefford, in the 1960s and 
1970s. 

For several years now, Luton 
on Sunday’s sister paper 
Bedfordshire on Sunday has 
been running stories about St 
Francis Boys’ Home. This home 
existed in Shefford until the 
1970s and was run by the St 
Francis Home as part of the 
Catholic Church. 

We have many tales from men 
who lived there as boys about 
the abuse they suffered. They 
claim both physical and sexual 
abuse was inflicted on them, 
persistently and systematically. 
Two have taken legal action 
against the church and won 
substantial amounts of money 
in out-of-court settlements. The 
last person to win compensa¬ 
tion, Tony Walsh, still suffers 
nightmares from his experi¬ 
ences of more than 40 years 
ago. Many grown men are still 
embarrassed and ashamed to 
talk openly about their abuse. 

Ruling that the church can be 
liable, Mr Justice Macduff has 
said: ‘Whether or not the rela¬ 
tionship may be regarded as 
“akin to employment”, the prin¬ 
cipal features of the relation¬ 
ship dictate that the defendants

should be held responsible for 
the actions which they initiated 
by the appointment and all that 
went with it.’ 

He added: ‘There is effectively 
no control over priests once 
appointed. 

‘Within the bounds of canon 
law, a priest is free to conduct 
his ministry as he sees fit, with 
little or no interference from 
the bishop, whose rule is advi¬ 
sory not supervisory. 

‘A bishop has a duty of vigi¬ 
lance, but is not in a position to 
make requirements or give 
directions.’ 

So the church appointed and 
managed the priests, therefore 
should accept some responsi¬ 
bility for their behaviour. That 
should be clear enough for the 
Catholic Church and it ought 
now to be looking to closure in 
this matter. 

As I have said before BoS has 
been called scum for reporting 
these allegations of abuse but 
not a word of sorrow from the 
church on the allegations them- 
selves.The Catholic Church is 
very good at pontificating to 
others on how to behave. It 
could be argued that is its main 
purpose in life. It is time to prac¬ 
tise what it preaches, especially 
as the law is now stating it is not 


just morally but also legally 
responsible. 

T eachers must be getting 
somewhat confused at the 
mixed messages they are 
getting from the Government. 
On the one hand they are being 
told they are a drain on 
resources and will have to work 
longer for a smaller pension. On 
the other hand, undergraduates 
with first class degrees are to be 
offered up to £20,000 as a bonus 
if they take up teaching. One 
question I might be tempted to 
ask: Will the £20,000 count 
towards my pension? 

A T the moment national 
newspapers are 
speculating that Germany 
might be taking over Europe 
peacefully, which they once 
failed to do by force. I would just 
like to remind you of what I said 
in August: “Without swift action 
there is the real possibility that 
some smaller EU countries will 
become little more than 
colonies, as their economies are 
controlled externally. Which 
could make Germany the 
colonial power of Europe, the 
irony of which will not be lost 
on some of our older readers.”

It’s a concrete start 


CONSTRUCTION work on the Luton Dunstable 
Busway gets under way later this month, although 
preparations on the route have been ongoing 
for two years. Reporter LAUREN ARCHELL reports 
on the progress and how the £89.2 million 
scheme will benefit the area. 


UNDERWAY: 
The approach 
to the stationr 
interchange 



THE first of 4,700 pre-cast 
concrete beams is expected to 
be laid on the Luton Dunstable 
Busway site later this month, 
signalling the start of construc¬ 
tion on the much talked about 
project. 

Once completed it is hoped 
that journey times between 
Houghton Regis, Dunstable, 
Luton town centre and Luton 
Airport will be cut by half and 
public transport will be revolu¬ 
tionised across the conurbation. 

Specially-adapted buses capa¬ 
ble of running both on their own 
track and on public roads will 
travel along the 13.4km route, 
picking up passengers from 
seven main stops. 

Although work on the develop¬ 
ment is just beginning, the 
preparation of the route has 
been taking place since 2009. 

Vegetation has been cleared, 
six disused railway bridge decks 
have been removed and slow 
worms, orchids and even ant 
hills have been relocated to new 
habitats. 

Over the next two years, an 
interchange featuring the 
capacity of 23 buses will be 
created, along with six new 
bridges which will reuse recycled 
material from the demolished 
structures where possible. 

As part of the improvements, 
the 265 bus stops away from the 
main route will be also upgraded 
with real time passenger infor¬ 
mation, raised pavements for 
level boarding and many with 
new shelters. 


Central Bedfordshire 
Councillor Brian Spurr said: 

“Our contractors have been busy 
for many months previously, 
preparing the route and clearing 
major structures. It’s wonderful 
now to be able to see the busway 
taking shape before our eyes.” 

The project is being delivered 
in partnership with Luton 
Borough Council and Central 
Beds and is scheduled to be 
completed in 2013. 


Government funding of £80.3 
million was awarded in March 
2010, with the total cost of the 
busway put at £89.2m including 
the price of land and compensa¬ 
tion, bus stop improvements 
and supervision of the works. 

Already, the project is providing 
work for around 200 people, with 
main contractor BAM Nuttall 
recruiting locally for their opera¬ 
tive and administrative staff.

director for BAM Nuttall Ltd, 
said: “We are pleased to be work¬ 
ing on this innovative scheme 
that delivers real environmental 
and economic benefits for the 
local community.” 

Luton Borough Cllr Roy Davis 
said: “This scheme offers an unri¬ 
valled opportunity to change 
people’s local travel habits by pro¬ 
viding a high-tech service that 
will reach deep into our commu¬ 
nities. 


“Currently it takes a conven¬ 
tional bus more than 30 minutes 
to do the six-mile journey from 
Dunstable town centre to Luton 
train station. On completion of 
the work it should reliably take 
around 15 minutes.” 

The vehicles will be able to 
bypass congestion at peak times 
by travelling along their own 
guideway and using ‘bus only’ 
routes in the town centres. 

They will also have priority over 


other traffic on the ‘on road’ sec¬ 
tions of the network by using 
their own lanes and transpon¬ 
ders fitted to switch traffic lights 
to green as they are approached. 

Another benefit of the project 
is that more than 125,000 people 
will live within walking distance 
of one of the stops along the 
route, while 265 stops away from 
the main corridor across Luton 
and Dunstable will also be served. 

Colin Chick, the council’s cor¬ 
porate director for Environment 
and Regeneration, explained that 
the venture is key to boosting the 
economy of the area by joining 
up residential areas with busi¬ 
ness, jobs and educational 
opportunities. 

He said: “Transport is the glue 
that holds society together. 

“We can’t, and wouldn’t want, 
to move our businesses, facto¬ 
ries, university, hospital or shops 
in the town centre. But we can 
get people there faster. 

“The busway will link four of 
the poorest wards in the borough 
with the station, businesses, 
work, education, health and 
leisure facilities. 

“It’s often forgotten that one 
in four people in Luton do not 
have access to a car, and for the 
young and people with disabili¬ 
ties it’s no exaggeration to say 
this scheme will deliver life¬ 
changing opportunities.”

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Uni chief backing 
report on places

A REPORT which criticises 
Government plans to let univer¬ 
sities ‘compete’ for places has 
been welcomed by the 
University of Bedfordshire. 

Lifting the cap on places for stu¬ 
dents should not happen until at 
least 12 months after the rise in 
tuition fees next year, the 
Business, Innovation and Skills 
Select Committee said on 
Wednesday. 

The changes would mean there 
are unlimited places at universi¬ 
ties for students gaining top 
grades while universities offering 
cheaper degrees can bid for extra 
places. 

After the report was published, 
Professor Les Ebdon (pictured), 
who is Vice Chancellor of the uni¬ 
versity and chairman of think 
tank million-i-, said: “I welcome 
the fact that MPs have recognised 
that a great deal of uncertainty 
has been created for students and 



universities because of poor 
communication and too many 
policy changes introduced by 
ministers at the last minute. 

“MPs are also absolutely right to 
recommend that changes to 
student number controls should 
not be introduced at the same 
time as changes to the fees and 
funding system.” 


Professor Ebdon also welcomed 
the committee’s proposals for the 
equivalent of a pupil premium to 
be made available to universities. 

He said: “The committee’s 
suggestion that the Government 
introduces a pupil premium for 
universities is a good one but it 
has been undermined by the late 
imposition of price constraint via 
the 2012 student number 
controls. 

“This will result in universities 
which teach the majority of 
students from more disadvan¬ 
taged backgrounds receiving less 
taxpayer-backed funding. 

“Any move by Ministers to 
change the criteria for degree¬ 
awarding powers to permit 
non-teaching organisations to 
apply for university title will not 
only undermine the role but also 
the international reputation of 
UK universities. 

“The Government would now 
do well to heed the advice of the 
committee rather than push 
ahead with this proposal.” 


Learners told to get their jabs 


STUDENTS have been warned not to 
underestimate seasonal flu this 
winter. 

Young people across the county who 
have certain medical conditions or 
who are pregnant are being encour¬ 
aged to get vaccinated against flu now 
before it starts to circulate, as they 
may be at greater risk of becoming 
seriously ill if they catch it. 

GP practices are running vaccination 
clinics and students who are studying 
away from home are being reminded 
that they should already be registered 
somewhere. 

Although the majority of older peo¬ 
ple in Bedfordshire and Luton get vac¬ 
cinated each year, fewer than half of 


young people who are advised to get 
the seasonal flu jab actually took it up 
last year. 

This means covering coughs and 
sneezes with a tissue, disposing of the 
tissue after one use, and cleaning 
hands as soon as possible. 

Muriel Scott, NHS Bedfordshire 
director of Public Health, said: “Flu is 
not the same as getting a cold though; 
its symptoms are more severe, last 
longer and for some it can lead to 
more serious illnesses, which could 
impact on coursework and exams.”

Cannabis find 
sparks police 
raid on home

EAGLE-EYED PCSOs launched a full 
drugs raid after stumbling across three 
men acting suspiciously. 

The two officers stopped to speak to the 
men who were in a parked car in 
Milliners Way, Luton, when they smelt 
what they thought was cannabis. 

They called colleagues for back-up and 
a search of the vehicle revealed a small 
stash of cannabis, money and weapons 
including baseball bats, a hammer and a 
hack saw. 

All three 19-years-olds were arrested on 
suspicion of possessing offensive 
weapons and two were also arrested on 
suspicion of money laundering on 
November 3. 


They have now been released on police 
bail pending the results of forensic tests. 

Shortly afterwards, officers executed a 
warrant at a house in Shaftsbury Road 
where they uncovered a large amount of 
what is thought to be crack cocaine and 
amphetamines with a potential street 
value of thousands of pounds. 

Detective Constable Catherine Layton 
said: “This seizure represents a signifi¬ 
cant disruption to the illegal drugs trade 
in this area and is a continuation of the 
force’s fight against those who cause mis¬ 
ery to respectable members of our com¬ 
munities.”

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Council given top marks 
for its children’s services 


OFSTED inspectors have 
assessed that Luton Borough 
Council’s delivery of children’s 
services is excellent. 

The authority has been rated at 
level four, the maximum score 
that could be achieved. 

Inspectors classed the majority 
of secondary school and all sixth 
form provision as good or out¬ 
standing, and recognised that stu¬ 
dents from ethnic mix groups are 
achieving better results than those 
in similar areas. 

The assessment also revealed 
that the proportion of 16-year- 


olds from low income families 
achieving at least five GCSEs at 
grades A* to C is well above aver¬ 
age. 

More 16-year-olds with special 
educational needs also attain five 
A*to C grades at GCSE, than found 
in similar areas and nationally. 

However, the progress and edu¬ 
cational standards in some pri¬ 
mary schools were identified as a 
weakness, with results from this 
year’s tests for 11-year-olds show¬ 
ing no improvement for those 
achieving the expected level in 
both english and mathematics. 


The council said it will tackle this 
area of concern by robustly chal¬ 
lenging those schools that are 
under-performing and by using 
the headteachers and staff of good 
and outstanding schools to help 
secure improvement in the weak¬ 
er schools. 

Cllr Tahir Khan said: “This is 
excellent news and a great testa¬ 
ment to the hard efforts of the 
council and its partners who are 
committed to raising standards 
and improving outcomes for chil¬ 
dren and young people in the 
town.”

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Young hero 
Jordan set 
for shot at 
big future 
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BOXING 

JORDAN Reynolds is out to make a name for 
himself this afternoon when he takes on 
Jimmy Egan’s ABC pugilist Callum Holland 
for a place in the final of the National 
Association of Clubs for Young People 
[NACYP] 2011 Championships. 

The Luton teenager, who fights out of 
Stevenage Amateur Boxing Club but also 
trains at Graham Earl’s House of Champions 
gym on Hitchin Road, despatched former 
England schoolboy and Capitol ABC veteran 
Kaz Mahmood in the quarter-finals on a split 
decision. 

It was only his 12th fight but today he 
travels to Wakefield, Yorkshire, to do battle 
in the semi-finals of a competition that has 
seen Amir Khan and Ricky Hatton contest in 
the amateur days - and he is aiming to push 
his name into the national fray. 

“My main aim at the moment is to fight for 
England,” he said. “I’m second in the country 
as a lightweight but now I’ve moved up a 
weight I want to go one better at welter. 

“I’d love to fight in the Four Nations next 
year. I can’t wait to turn professional to be 
honest because I think my style will suit it - 
but first, I’d love to fight in the World 
Amateur Boxing Championships in two 
years time.” 

Reynolds admitted he was disappointed 
not to meet Michael Katsidis, who used 
Earl’s gym as a training base ahead of his 
interim WBO lightweight title defeat to 
Ricky Burns at Wembley last weekend. But 
that didn’t stop him from asking his mentor 
if he could get in the ring with the Australian 
former two-time WBO interim lightweight 
champion. 

“I wanted to spar with him,” Reynolds said. 
“I didn’t get to see him as we trained at 
different times but I asked Graham and he 
said ‘no’. I’m sure he’ll be back at the gym 
one day.” 

But with such confidence the Lutonian 
said that today’s opponent from Manchester 
doesn’t scare him. 

“I’m so excited and I just want to get into 
the ring,” he said. “I’ve seen this kid I’m going 
to face and he stopped his last opponent. 
He’s a big hitter but I’ve got A, B, C and D 
plans to deal with him.” 

Victory would cap off a big week for 
Reynolds who last weekend won the Young 
Hero gong at the Luton Community Awards. 

The prize, which is given to someone 
under 18 years of age who has overcome a 
personal difficulty or made a stand to 
improve their life or the lives of others, 
came as quite a shock to him. 

“I knew nothing about it until I got a letter 
in the post,” he said. “When they read out 
my name I’d never heard so much noise.” 

Shamrock Boxing Club’s Dan Brueilly is 
also in the semi- finals in the 86kg weight 
category.

ADAM Watkins proved to be the archetypical 
super sub for Luton Town, grabbing the only 
goal of the game ten minutes from time as they 
scored a good old-fashioned FA Cup upset over 
local rivals Northampton Town at home. 

Just 11 places separate the Hatters and League 
Two strugglers Northampton on the football 
pyramid, with the Cobblers currently enduring a 
season that has failed to live up to their ambi¬ 
tions of promotion. 

This result will also heap more woe on their 
beleaguered boss Gary Johnson. 

The visitors also had won just once in 26 visits 
to Kenilworth Road before this contest, with pop¬ 
ular midfielder Watkins, who had only been on 
the pitch five minutes, ensuring that record did 
not improve. 

Hatters boss Gary Brabin made three changes 
to the side that slumped to a 2-1 defeat at home 
to Fleetwood Town in the league last week. 

One of those was enforced due to Stuart 
Fleetwood’s suspension, while he also opted to 
give goalkeeper Kevin Pilkington a run out in 
place of Mark Tyler. 

Jamie Hand and John Paul Kissock were the 
other two handed a start. 

Meanwhile, Northampton sprang a surprise by 
giving Jason Crowe the nod. The left back, who 
had a four-year spell with the club from 2005 to 
2009, had been training with the Cobblers in 
recent weeks, but was not expected to play. 

Straight from the off the signs were there that 
this was going to be a traditional blood and thun¬ 
der derby encounter with Keith Keane putting in 
a firm but fair tackle on Lewis Young that left the 
Northampton winger needing treatment. 

The visitors had been setting the tone with 
some fine attacking play, yet it was Luton that 
had the first chance of the match on seven min¬ 
utes. 

Aaron O’Connor was bundled over by Michael 
Jacobs after a strong run and Morgan-Smith 
stepped up to take the resulting free kick from 30 
yards, only to hit the wall. 

Two minutes later the Hatters forward took a 
tumble in the penalty area, going over the out¬ 
stretched foot of Michael Jacobs. 

Referee Andy D’Urso was having none of it 
though and correctly waved away vocal appeals 
for a spot kick. 

At the other end, Adebayo Akinfenwa headed 
just over after connecting with Michael Jacobs’ 
pinpoint free kick from wide on the left, while 
Lewis Young scuffed a shot low and wide after 
good work from Akinfenwa to play him in. 

The game was starting to degenerate into a 
somewhat scrappy affair though with chances at 
a premium. 

Luton did threaten in the 17th minute when 
Keane headed Curtis Osano’s cross back across 
the area to Morgan-Smith before the ball was 
cleared, while five minutes later the Jacobs- 
Akinfenwa combination saw the imposing striker 
head into the side netting. 

Keane also saw an ambitious headed attempt 
from Kissock’s out-swinging corner loop over the 
bar from 18 yards out on 26 minutes. 

Northampton then had the ball in the back of 
the net three minutes later, but Saido Berahnio’s 
rocket shot was ruled out as he had been in an 
offside position. 

The Cobblers were forced to replace Young with 
Arron Davies due to injury just after the half 
hour. The former Welsh international was soon in 
among the action as well, hitting a shot wide on 
the half volley from 20 yards. 

Luton’s injury jinx also returned with two min¬ 
utes of the half remaining as they lost both Keane 
and Morgan-Smith. 

They were also somewhat aggrieved not to have 
been awarded a penalty in first half added time 
when Morgan-Smith appeared to be shoved over 
by John Johnson. 

It was a cagey opening to the second period 
before Davies curled a shot wide from 20 yards 
after Berahino had pulled the ball back to him on 
50 minutes.

on the hour was also off target. Goalie Pilkington 
was forced into a fine save to deny Berahino, 
palming the England youth striker’s attempted 
chip over in the 64th minute. Luton were starting 
to take control of proceedings though, and 
O’Connor glanced a header wide from substitute 
Robbie Willmott’s corner three minutes later. 

Northampton saw chances for Davies and 
Johnson go begging, with Willmott’s curling 
strike from the edge of the box - after he had cut 
in from the right - needing two touches from 
goalkeeper Sam Walker before he held it. 

But the killer blow was struck in the 80th 
minute and it came from the substitute. 

Willmott’s cross was only half-headed clear 
and it fell perfectly for Watkins, who duly 
obliged by volleying it home from 20 yards 


out into Walker’s bottom right hand corner. 
Jacobs went close to levelling things up three 
minutes from time, with his dipping shot from 
the edge of the ‘D’ going just over.

Town are Taylor made for Greg

NEW Luton Town signing Greg 
Taylor has revealed how the lure of 
playing at a packed-out Kenilworth 
Road convinced him to leave cash- 
strapped Darlington. 

Bedford-born Taylor made the 
move back south this week, citing 
the support of the Hatters fans as the 
driving force behind his transfer. 

“Luton’s got a big fanbase,” the for¬ 
mer Mark Rutherford School stu¬ 
dent said. “They get 6,000 a week 
and that’s a lot of fans for this level. 

“I like the atmosphere they create, 
and even if they’re giving me a roast¬ 
ing, it will bring out the best in me.” 

Luton’s faithful following is in stark 
contrast to what Taylor had become 
accustomed to in the North East. 

“I was playing in a 27,000 seater 
stadium with just 2,000 people in it. 
There was no atmosphere at all,” he 
admitted. 

But after 19 appearances and two 
goals for the Quakers this season, a 
deal was pushed through for an ini¬ 
tial loan deal before a permanent 
18-month contract will be signed in 
lanuary. 

Taylor (pictured) continued: 
“Luton made a bid on Tuesday but 
the chairman wasn’t really happy 
with it, so he stalled for a while and 
made it difficult. 

“I had a few clubs sniffing around 
Gateshead and Kidderminster made 
inquiries. But when they heard that 
Luton wanted me, everyone knew 
I’m a local boy so I’d come here. 

“I only had six months left on my 



deal before I was a free agent so that 
helped me complete this move. 

“It all got sorted quickly and I 
moved down on Wednesday. I need¬ 
ed to either complete it in a few days 
or Luton would look for someone 
else.” 

Manager Gary Brabin has ear¬ 
marked his new recruit to take over 
the vacant left-back position after 
Freddie Murray’s season-ending 
knee surgery. 

“I’d like to get a bit of consistency 
with my position because I’ve been 
moved about recently,” he said. 

“The last couple of years I’ve been 
played everywhere. I played central 
midfield against Luton this season. I 
used to get asked to play there and 
I’d do it, but I’m really a full back. 

“Right or left isn’t a problem for 
me. I like to get forward and help 
attack.” 

Taylor is aware that this transfer 


will bring added pressure, with 
Luton maintaining their focus on 
promotion this season. 

“I stand more of a chance of play¬ 
ing at a higher level with Luton than 
I did for Darlington. Gary Brabin has 
made me feel welcome so now I 
have to show everyone what I can 
do.” 

Darlington harboured the same 
ambitions this season, but Taylor 
revealed the extent of the problems 
at his underachieving former club. 

“They were struggling for money,” 
he said. 

“The chairman put it in the papers 
that he was offering all the players 
out [to other clubs], and it started to 
circulate which players would be put 
on the transfer market. They were 
asking everybody to take pay cuts 
and the chairman kept saying that 
we might not get our wages at the 
end of the month, so the best thing 
for me to do was to get out of that 
situation.” 

One factor that sped up the 21- 
year-old’s transfer to Luton was the 
dismissal of Mark Cooper, who man¬ 
aged Taylor at Kettering before re¬ 
signing him for Darlington. 

He said: “We were 14th in the 
league and we were meant to be in 
the top five. So the chairman got rid 
of the manager. 

“I was annoyed to see him go but I 
couldn’t do anything about that.” 

Taylor was deprived of his debut 
yesterday against one of his former 
clubs, Northampton Town, because 
he was cup-tied but is expected to 
line up at left-back for the visit to 
Cambridge next week.

Super-sub hopes 
Cup goal will lead 
to regular starts 

ADAM Watkins hopes that his FA Cup 
heroics for Luton Town will help earn 
him a regular starting spot in their 
midfield. 

The self-confessed Hatters fan got 
the only goal of the game against 
Northampton Town ten minutes from 
time as they sprang an upset against 
the League Two side. 

Coupled with an injury that midfield 
general Keith Keane suffered during 
the same game, the 20-year-old is now 
aiming for regular first team action. 

"The gaffer puts me on to try and 
make an impact," said Watkins. 

"I was disappointed not to get the 
start, but I've got to keep doing that 
and working hard. 

"I don't mind coming off the bench 
trying to score goals and making an 
impact. 

"I played against Grimsby away and I 
thought that was my best game for the 
club, and then I got a little bit of an 
injury and that set me back. 

"Hopefully it might give me a start 
now, but it's entirely up to the gaffer. 

"It's just down to competition and 
what he thinks is best for the team. 

“I'm just going to keep working hard 
and with Keano injured now anything
